To  the  Members  of  the  Biggleswade  Urban  District  Council, 


Mr.  Chairman  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  for  the  Urban  District  of 
Biggleswade  for  the  year  i960. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  of  12,5  is  slightly  hi^er  than 
that  for  England  and  Wales,  Again  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood 
vessels  and  cancer  v/ere  the  chief  causes  of  death.  There  were 
tliree  more  deaths  from  cancer  than  in  1959. 

The  birth  rate  of  14.8  is  considerably  under  that  for 
England  and  Wales  viz.  17.1  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  of 
23.8  is  higher  than  the  corresponding  rate  for  last  year  viz  16. 8. 

It  is  again  pleasing  to  note  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

There  7;ere  222  cases  of  measles  notified  during  the  ^'’ear 
but  no  cases  of  Poliov.yelitis  were  notified. 

As  I only  took  over  this  post  tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year, 
there  is  no  other  cor.iment  I can  usefully  make  on  the  health  of  the 
district  during  the  year  under  I'eviev;,  I would  like  however,  to 
thanlc  Dr,  Harvey  for  the  helpful  v/ay  in  ;mich  he  introduced  me  to 
the  work  in  the  district  and  also  the  members  and  my  fellow  officers 
of  the  Authority  for  the  v?arn  v^elcome  I have  received.

The  Bedfordshire  County  Couvicil  provides  a conplete  service 
covering  the  v/hole  of  t.he  County.  The  service  is  a twenty-four  hour 
one  and  is  free  of  charge,  and  is  available  for  the  renoval  of  all 
cases  requiring  adr.iission  to  hospital!  and  also  for  the  transport  of 
patients  who  are  unable  to  use  other  neans  of  transport  to  and  fron 
hospitals  or  clinics,  so  that  they  can  receive  any  necessary 
treatnent.  The  request  for  the  provision  of  an  ambulance  must  be 
made  by  a General  Practitioner  or  by  an  Authorised  Person.

This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance 
neutral  in  reaction  and  free  from  metals.  The  water  is  hard  in 
character  but  its  hardness  and  its  content  of  r.dneral  and  saline 
constituents  in  solution  are  not  excessive.  It  conforms  to  the 
highest  standard  of  organic  quality’-. 

These  results  indicate  a water  which,  from  the  aspect  of  the 
chemical  analysis,  is  pure  and  v;holesone  in  character  and  suitable 
for  public  supply  purposes. 

Drainage  and  Bewage  : 

With  the  exception  of  a few  cottages  on  the  Langford  Road 
and  some  outlying  cottages,  the  v;hole  cf  the  area  has  a water 
carriage  system.  The  sewage  disposal  plant  has  been  ?;orking  to 
capacity.

The  table  jiven  below  shows  the  nuiiber  of  children  imder 
15  years  of  aj^-e  vjho  have  received  protective  treatment  against 
Diphtheria.  The  County  Council,  urCier  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  194o,  provides  this  treatment  free  of  charge  through 
the  family  doctor  or  at  school  or  a child  Welfare  Centre,  The 
figures  have  been  supplied  bj'-  the  Eastern  Divisional  Medical 
Officer.  It  is  still  necessary  to  arge  all  parents  to  give 
their  children  the  protection  v:hich  can  be  had  free  of  cost  and 
their  oto  doctor  or  at  a V/elfare  Clinic  or  at  School, 

The  nuT'ber  of  cases  of  and  deaths  from  Diphtheria  have 
shown  a.  remarkable  decline  since  the  introduction  of  iruviunisation 
and  no  case  has  been  notified  in  the  district  for  several  years. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  outbresJes  of  this  disease  vdll  not  occur 
in  the  future,  it  is  necessary  that  a.t  least  75  per  cent  of  all 
chi.blren  under  the  age  of  15  3’'ears  should  be  protected  effectively 
against  the  disease,  i.e,  they  shouM  hare  had  either  a primary 
immunisation  or  a "booster"  injection  Tdthin  the  last  five  years. 

Protection  against  dhooping  Cough  : 

Since  1st  November,  1955  the.  County  Council  have  made 
facilities  available  for  the  protection  against  Yi/hooping  Cough 
of  young  children  ¥;ho  have  not  had  the  disease  and  vjhose  parents 
are  desirous  of  having  such  protect io^i  given  to  their  children. 

The  TTho oping  Cough  vaccine  can  be  given  alone  or  in  combination 
with  Diphtheria  prophylatic,

Building  Plans:

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House  Scavenging  : 

An  18  cubic  yard  Denny  "PaxLt”  refuse  collection  vehicle 
is  used  for  the  collection  of  all  house  and  trade  refuse,  but  is 
supplemented  as  required  by  a 10  cubic  yard  Karrier  vehicle.  In  view 
of  a continued  increase  in  the  quantity  of  refuse  resulting  from  further 
development  in  the  district,  this  additional  assistance  has  been  found 
to  be  increasingly  necessary  and  consideration  is  now  being  given  to 
proposals  for  an  alteration  of  the  collecting  system  to  insure  that  the 
removal  of  refuse  is  maintained  at  regular  weekly  intervals,  A bonus 
scheme  for  v/orkman  is  at  present  operated  in  connection  with  this 
service.  Refuse  disposal  is  effected  by  means  of  controlled  tipping. 

Waste  is  not  collected,  but  the  salvage  of  scrap  metal 

and  rags  etc.  has  been  continued  and  is  undertaken  during  the  course  of 
normal  refuse  collection,  A bonus  scheme  is  in  operation  for  this 
work  and  a proportion  of  the  income  from  the  sale  of  salvage  is  paid 
to  the  collectors.  The  collections  during  the  year  were  as  follows:-

serve  the  Councils  housing  estate  at  Mead  End  and  Dells  Lane, 

In  addition  7 new  connections  were  made  to  existing  sewers. 

Water  Su:)ply:-- 

A length  of  422  lin.yds  of  4”  C.I,  watermain  was  laid  in 
Mead  End  to  serve  the  Councils  housing  estate,  180  lin.yds,  of 
3"  C.I.  watermain  were  also  laid  for  private  housing  estates  at  St, 
Margarets  Gardens  and  St .Andrews  Street. 

Twenty  four  new  connections  were  ffAde  to  the  Council's  existing 

mains. 


The  total  consumption  of  v/ater  for  the  year,  inclusive  of 
trade  supplies,  was  144,752,000  gallons.  This  shows  an  increase  of 
approximately  30,000,000  gallons  on  the  figures  for  the  previous  year. 
The  overall  daily  average  consumption  of  water  was  approximately  48 
gallons  per  head  of  the  population,  the  average  domestic  consumption 
being  35  gallons  per  head. 
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So 3 inspections  for  water  wastages  tvere  made.  3 Notices 
v/ere  served  requiring  repairs  to  prevent  v/aste  and  532  taps  were 
reT/ashered  free  of  charge. 

Housing  ; 


21  houses  at  the  Elm  Road/Mead  End  sit^^vbeing  the  balance 
of  a scheme  for  23  houses  and  2 old  p)eoples  bungalows  commenced  duidng 
195 were  completed  during  the  year. 

The  construction  of  a further  scheme  for  31  houses,  9 
two  bedroom  bungaloTJs  and  8 single  bedroom  old  peoples  bungalows 
at  the  I/Lead  End  site,  was  commenced  in  June  of  this  year. 

Contracts  were  also  let  for  the  erection  of  a further 
49  houses  at  Mead  End/Oells  Lane  site,  and  three  bungalows  at  Hitchmead 
Road. 


A block  of  five  garages  was  erected  on  an  existing  housing 
estate  at  Sutton  Avenue,  and  the  conversion  of  the  remaining  Duplex 
flats  into  houses  v/as  comi>leted. 

38  private  houses  were  erected  in  the  district  during  the 

year.
